bors. Practically every maker of tools stands ready, indeed is 
anxious, to assist the dealer in every way possible to move his 
stock. Manufacturers are each year spending large sums for 
creating a demand tor their goods among consumers. To their 
retail dealers they give booklets, circulars, window cards, cuts 
for advertising and many valuable suggestions for getting trade, 
so that the live retailer need never be in want for materials with 
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Which to get after and to hold business. The following articles

GET THE GOODS—ADVERTISE. 
By F. E. Winc—Tue L. S. Starrett Co. 
vo things which, in our opinion, are absolutely necessary to 
enavle the retailer to sell small tools are: First, to have the 
too's, and second, to let people know that he has them. 
Some articles can be sold from a catalogue and customers may 
be willing to wait while they are ordered and received, but a 


dealer cannot work up a good tool trade and not carry anything 
but a catalogue in stock. 

We would advise a dealer who wishes a nice trade on small 
tools to post himself thoroughly on what tools are required in 
the shops or factories in his town, also to find what makes of 
tools are popular among the workmen and then put in a stock 
of the most salable sizes, which might amount to $100 or $150. 

His next step is to let people know that he has the tools, and 
to this end, various things will at once suggest themselves, per- 
haps the most obvious being to display the goods in a show win- 
dow, next to advertise them in local papers. Another way is to 
send out one of his clerks who may have an aptitude for this 
class of work, among the workmen in the shops with a sample- 
case showing up the various tools, not necessarily to take orders 
at the time, but to let the workmen see what the tools are, and 
to tell them where they can be obtained. 
~ When the dealer can afford to do it, it is well to put in a 
show-case: containing an assortment of tools, tastefully arranged. 

We send out a great many such cases, selling the tools at reg't- 
lar prices, and loaning the cases. 

Another thing which is important in working up a small tool 
trade is to have men in charge of that department of the sture and 
in fact all who have anything to do with selling tools, conversant 
with the tools, themselves, that they can explain what. toe6fs are 
for, how a micrometer is read, what the good points of a par- 
ticular surface gauge are, etc. 

Our salesmen are always glad to spend a day or so with any 
hardware clerk to post him on the way our tools are made, what 
they are used for, etc. and the number of clerks who are taking an 
interest in such things and wishing to have a correct knowledge 
of tools so they can talk inteiligently about them to their cus- 
tomers, is rapidly increasing. 

To aid the dealers in advertising our goods, we furnish cata- 
logues with the dealers imprint on the cover, and a variety ot 
other advertising matter, including circulars describing indtvid- 
ual tools, card-board hangers. crystaloid signs, counter-mats, etc. 

MODERN METHODS NEEDED. 
3y W. M. Pratt—THeE Goope.tt-Pratt Co. 

It is very plain to the writer that it will be necessary for the 

average retail hardware merchant to adopt different tactics from 
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those which have during the past ten years been generally in 
vogue if he expects to keep abreast of the procession and turn a 
satisfactory volume of mechanics tools. 

in the first place it is necessary that he himself, or whoever 
he may have in charge of that department, shall carefully study 
the needs of his clients; he must know what tools are adapted 
to the use of such mechanics as he may class or wish to class 
among his customers, realizing that he can hardly expect to sell 
ship augers to a jeweler’s apprentice or drill chucks to the gro- 
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cery store. After having devoted sufficient time to the study of 
the outside conditions, let him next turn his attention to his own 
stock, see that this is well arranged, well kept in good assortment ; 
it is not necessary that he should have a large assortment of any 
one line but it is essential that he should have a good assortment 
ef such tools as he intends to carry or as are suited to the require- 
ments of his trade. : 

Referring particularly to our own line here, it would be folly 
for a dealer to think that by carrying one single size of our Hand 
or Breast Drills he could accommodate all the mechanics who 
would call upon him for tools of this character and if he wauts: 
to hold the trade upon articles of this kind he must make his as- 
sortment complete. 

One word in regard to window desplays, when making these the 
dealer often makes the target more prominent than the butl’s 
eye, in other words his window display becomes a whole picture 
rather than an attempt to portray one article or one single class 
of articles. Let some certain line in his window be very complete, 
very striking and very prominent, it will bring them forcibly to 
the notice of every passerby; whereas a conglomerate assortment 
only leaves the recollection of the picture when what he wants 
to impress particularly is the memory of the article. 

One more point, let him take good care that such clerks us are 
employed to wait upon the mechanics who call at his store are 
not only extremely courteous but well drilled and well posted; 
nothing incurs a mechanics displeasure or so quickly fills him 
with disgust as to have a clerk in a Hardware store make state- 
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Another advantage is that a clerk cannot mix the sizes w. iout 
putting himself to some trouble. There is also a saving of ‘ime 


in waiting on a customer, if he does not know exact size w. ted. 


as by taking down one shelf box you have six sizes on the co | iter 
and are seldom obliged to reach for a second box. This also 
avoids putting box back in wrong place as you are likely do 
in a hurry if a number of boxes are taken down. With this 
system we handle all small tools and general Hardware a | jr 
enables us to put an immense stock into a small space. 

This saves hiring extra help as a few clerks are able to h dle 
a large retail trade in this manner. We have had two yea’; of 


experience with this system and would suggest but few ch: ges 
if we were to put in fittings for a new store.

Following this should be 
an intelligent knowledge by the salesmen of the tools which 
are showing. Unfortunately, a class of retail salesmen seem to

unable to prove. Perhaps I have put this a little too strong and 
should have modified it by saying that if such statements as these 
are made, they should be made in a manner that cant t's 
antagonize ; it is more often the way we say a thing “ian the thing 
we say that merits approval or incurs enmity. 


A TIME SAVING METHOD. 
By G. W. CAmMpsBe_LL—THE A. S. 


We have been told by traveling men that our tool cabinet 
is one of the best in the country and we have also been told 
that our original ideas for carrying a large stock oi : ae 
hardware in a small space is not equaled. Of course it is nat- 
ural for us to think our way is the best, still we have had our 
store remodeled for two years and have not attempted to adver- 
tise it. We have had people from all over New England come in 
and see our arrangements. 

We have shelf boxes 16 inches deep with several partitions and 
with sliding covers so that but one section of the box can be 
opened at a time. We carry a stock of auger bits 3-16 to 1% 
inches in diameter, eighieen sizes in all. This complete stock 
takes three shelf boxes 12 by 3% face, 16 inches deep, six sec- 
tions to a box, making virtually eighteen’ separate shelf boxes 
with an opportunity of showing two sample bits on each box. 
A Hardwareman can readily appreciate the saving of space if he 
proposed showing sample bits on his box, 
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responsibility for making known the merits of the tools whico 
they show. 

In too many cases the failure to study carefully the goods leaves 
them ignorant of the points which need to be explained and 
shown up, as is the case generally with the finest tools. An ex 
perienced salesmen is one who, if not himself, a practical me 
chanic, has by careful study made himself familiar with the goods 
which he sells and is able to help his customers understand them. 
Nothing short of this will make a successful salesman or dealer 
in fine tools. 

More and more, we think, manufacturers are circulating con- 
sumers by attractive illustrated leaflets or little pamphlets which, 
well prepared, and pointing out clearly the peculiarities of their 
tools, are always gladly received and in very many cases carefully 
studied by the mechanics receiving them, where the dealer !s 
protected in prices. We know of no more effective way of he!p- 
ing the retail dealer. 

WINDOW DISPLAYS BRING BUSINESS.

We keep one section of our window full of tools the year 
round; no matter how much other stuff there may be that should 
be shown, that section is simply re-arranged, but tools are never 


absent from our front windows. We find that by displaying un- 
usual goods a demand for new goods is worked up without «ny 
effort on our part outside of dressing the window. 

As far as advertising goes, we have been advertising in a mis 
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cel| neous way for several years, but now find that large orders 
cone best by catalogues, and in some lines of business a cata- 
los is a vital necessity, and a necessity to any firm who de- 
sircs to give their goods even a hearing. We believe quite thor- 
ouc ly as far as this line goes in the method of a “name and a 
pric” as applied to our advertising, and in many cases help it 
out with cuts. We also issue special catalogues of any sub lines 
in .ne Tool Department that are of enough importance to war- 
rar. such a catalogue. These catalogues cost considerably .ess 
the the large ones, and in most cases are reprints from the large 
plates, and we find they do very good execution.

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Editorial Trade Review 

The volume of business being transacted by retail mer- 
chants seems to be rather larger than usual at this time 
of the year, and demands on jobbers for quick shipment 
from stock of Summer goods are of a very satisfactory 
character. 

Merchants’ stocks in general are pretty well thinned 
out, notwithstanding the fact that their purchases earlier 
in the Spring were heavier than customary. 

Our San Francisco letter in this issue has a distinctly 
optimistic tone. All lines of business on the coast seem 
to be in an exceptionally prosperous condition. 

The presence of yellow fever in and around New Or- 
leans will prove a serious handicap in that section for sev- 
eral weeks, but with the Federal Government in charge, 
matters should be in proper shape by the time Fall trade 
really opens. 

Manufacturers throughout the whole country seem to 
be waking up at last to the necessity of early and vigorous 
action in reference to our foreign trade. Reciprocity 
treaties with our best foreign customers are needed, and it 
is hoped that action in that direction can be taken during 
the coming session of Congress. 

Further effort will undoubtedly be made during the 
next session of Congress to put through a parcels post 
law. Hardwaremen throughout the whole country should, 
in every way possible, co-operate with the officers of the 
National Retail Association and other organizations in 
the effort to prevent the Post Office Department playing 
into the hands of Mail Order Houses. The cry, ‘The 
Express Companies Own the Government,” used by the 
Parcels Post promoters, has an attractive sound, and will 
no doubt win a large following, but, in view of what has 
been printed in the trade press and the addresses in asso- 
ciation meetings on this subject, it would seem that few, 
if any, Hardwaremen could so far overlook their own in- 
terests as to be found in the enemy's ranks. 

The address of W. P. Lewis at the Michigan conven- 
tion, printed in another column of this issue, is the 
strongest kind of an argument for State Associations. 
It would seem that Hardwaremen who will not join their 
State organizations for any other reason would be led to 
take such action by the low price for insurance offered 
by the National Company. 


THE FUTURE OF OUR EXPORT TRADE. 
By Wma. M. Pratt. 


The student of political economy, international law, or even 


of commercialism, who makes an attempt to study the sti sties 


showing our exports and imports, will certainly be given f for 
reflection. How much more then must this subject appe | to 
those manufacturers who have through hard work and d:. vent 
perseverance been able to build up for themselves a very rac 
tive volume of business in foreign markets; in some few inst. ices 
this may have been accomplished because perhaps of the ver~ at 
tractive prices which manufacturers have seen fit to mal in 


erder to keep their productive capacity up to a certain stancard, 
but I believe this is an exception rather than the rule, tha: the 
majority,of those who have gone after the foreign trade iaye 
worked it up along other lines. 


Now, if this trade is at all valuable to us, if we desire to foster 


it with the hope that it may even continue to grow, it is but 
natural that we should look around and take careful note of 
what the future may have in store for us, and we find at once 
that the narrow commercial policy of this country towards the 
merchants abroad is having a detrimental effect upon our interests 


there. We find that there is a feeling in all the principal markets 
of. Kurope that the United States is not playing fair in this re- 
spect, that it is willing to give, but it does not wish to take com- 
modities; it calls for it’s exchanges entirely in gold and it is 
arousing a sentiment not only in the minds of the foreign Duyes 
but in the minds of the foreign consumer. that if such tactics 
are to be continued, would it not be well for them to protect 
their own industries and keep their trade at home? 

The history of an exchange of commodities between countri-s 
has always shown the preponderance of the give and take prin 
ciple, there must be a mutual desire, a feeling of friendliness 
and good fellowship, if such trade is to continue and be maae 
profitable. Now in 1905 during our great commercial transition 
the political parties of this country differ upon this subject, 11 
however the party in power to whom we must look for help, 
that 1s the party which stands for the protect:on of American in 
dustries. Let it be protection in the broad sense of the word, a 
protection which shall give to the small manufacturer—who has 
through his diligence worked up a small export business—to the 
small producer and the wage earner he employs, the benetit of 
a broader commercial policy, either in the form of 

RECIPROCAL TREATIES, 
trade agreements, or a reduction of the present tariff, which shal 
benefit them in the same manner that the protective tariff has 
fostered and benefited the larger industries of this country dur 
ing the past decade. 

The writer feels like saying to those two Solons in Washing 
ton, whose narrow mindedness upon this question is exasperating 
to say the least, “Quousque tandem abutere, Catilina, patientia 
nostra?” (How long O Cataline will you abuse our patience ?”) 

How long will you allow your eyes to be blinded and your <ars 
to be closed to the wishes and appeals of your constituents? How 
long will you force to remain within it’s shell the embryonic 
bird, which is no longer an embryo but which is now reaching a 
stage of development when it can well be given greater freedom 
and allowed in a measure to support it’s weight upon it’s own 
wings? Will you still continue to take counsel only with those 
overgrown and abnormally wealthy trusts and institutions whose 
profits have been largely augmented because of the fact that an 
excessive protective tariff has been in vogue? Or will you allow 
the light of progress to drive out your prejudice and let the voi-e 
ot the people be heard? 

this proposition is a simple one, if the United States desires 
to remain within it’s own boundaries and does not wish te go 
abroad in search of a market for it’s surplus products, then the 
wall which we have built about our boundaries can be kept at 
it’s present height; if, however, we do desire to take our place 
among those nations of the world and so become a factor in the 
world’s commercial life, then must we adopt a more liberal com 
mercial policy and show a disposition at least to play fair. 

It has some times been said that this issue was largely on: 
which interested New England alone. I want to say to the 
readers of this Journal that it is not only the manufacturers of 
New England, it is equally the stock raisers and grain growers 
of the West, the cotton planters of the South, the machinery 
manufacturers of the Middle West and the varied interests of 
the Pacific Coast, whose future prosperity must depend, anil 
largely depend, upon the speedy and satisfactory settlement of 
this issue.

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SPECIAL BRANDS FOR THE RETAILER. 
By C. P. SHERWOOD. 

I must confess I am in favor of “Special Brands,” be it the 
effort of Manufacturer, Jobber or Retailer. In my experience of 
Retail Hardware business of 35 years, I have found that the mer- 
chant becomes to his customers, if he has always sold the best 
goods he could buy and stood by them, a standard of value, and 
his word as to the quality of such goods goes without especial 
regards to whose “Special Brand” is on it. I, therefore, have 
argued that one who, from the results of his own efforts, reaches 
success with an established Trade Mark or Brand he is entitled 
to such benefits and should have just as much field to reap those 
benefits as though he made the goods because he has created the 
demand for them, as results of his labors. 

| have always found the Jobbers, handling many goods under 
their Special Brands, to have had goods of good quality that 
gave good satisfaction, their warrantee being as good as though 
they had made them, and in years brought them a special trade, 
earned by their own efforts, which should be theirs and of profit 
to themselves. | think if the retailer followed out the idea in his 
whole trade of Special Brands and devoted his efforts to estab- 
lish such in his business he would find that, as the years rolled by, 
he had a trade that no one could get from him easily. No Cata- 
logue House could duplicate his Brands, as they have been offer- 
ing most all the Manufacturers’ Brands to our customers in the 
past at ruimous prices. 

If you want to see the results of “Special Brands” and the 
benefit arising therefrom to those who so use them, | would show 
you the Seed Jobbers, the Plumbing Jobbers, Drug Trade, etc., 
ete. 

In New York City a large retail Seed House sell everything 
for the Farm and Garden under their own name, seed, implements, 
etc. 

Through the efforts and labors of the many years of successful 
dealing this Retail House educated the customers to believe that 
their brand of goods is synonymousswith themselves and the cus- 
tomer will have no other unless it bears their name, although the 
same goods, under another name, might be bought elsewhere for 
less money—so auch for “Special Brand.” 

“Special Braids: are not subject to competition, the manufac- 
turers cannot centro! them, the originators are masters of the 
situation; arél, gentlemen, unless you establish some identity, let it 
be Special Brands most assuredly—as the best means—you are 
not your own masters and the originator of the Brand holds the 
trade. 

There are very many established brands of goods whose merits 
and advertising have created a popular demand and the profit to 
the retailer is very limited in many cases because the maker of 
these goods through his own efforts holds the situation and reaps 
the benefit, and every one selling finds the tendency to cut profits 
and thereby make an undesirable business. 


MAKER’S BRAND—DEALER’S NAME. 
(National Cutlery. Co., Detroit. ) 

To say “Special Brands” to a manufacturer is like shaking a 
red rag at a bull. Personally we are very frank in our posttion 
in regard to this matter. We are building up a reputation on 
the “S & S” brand of cutlery, axes and tools which we are able 
to do on account of the quality of the product and we feel that 
it would be very poor business policy on our part to make up 
an article of this quality and put it in the hands of those wno 
would compete with us with our own goods under some brand 
which they own and which they can have made for them by any 
manufacturer after their reputation has been established. We 
are securing all the business that we can handle on our regular 
factory brands and it has not therefore been necessary for us to 
supply any “Special Brands,” except where, in the case of a few 
large accounts, we put on their name in connection with our regis- 
tered “S & S” trade mark. 

We thoroughly realize the dealers’ position in regard to this 
matter and we feel that it is wrong for a manufacturer not to 
take his (the dealers) protection into consideration. By the deal- 
er’s name appearing on the article which has given satisfaction, 
the consumer is constantly reminded of the store where the pur- 
chase was made and this of course constitutes a permanent ad- 
vertisement for the dealer to which he undoubtedly should be 
entitled providing he places a sufficiently large order as a con- 
sideration for the extra expense entailed in putting his name 
on the article. 

We accomplish this result by putting a dealer’s name on the 
product in connection with our “S & S” and we protect him 
in the trade in his locality as it is to our mutual advantage to 
have him feature the line and work up a trade on same which 
he surely would not do unless we were willing to protect him 
in the trade which he has established. This is the  posttion 
which we take on the “Special Brand” question, and we have 
met with no serious opposition.

3y J. B. Sperry, Presipent MICHIGAN ASSOCIATIO?

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PARCELS POST. 


By Px stpeNtT W. P. BoGarpbus, oF THE NATIONAL Retait Asso- 
ATION. DELIVERED AT THE MICHIGAN CONVENTION. 

Thee is, perhaps, no question so vital to the retail trade, no 
matte 
questi 1 whose ramifications reach out to all lines of trade, and 
affect || kinds of retailers. 

Anc it is one of the questions that will not be settled until it 
is sett cd right. Theoretical Post Parcels is a dream of certain 
theori s who look on the government as a power organized for 
their ; rotection and upbuilding, a power whose duty it is to care 
for their individual welfare and success. Forgetting that the 
gover: ment under which we live is a political government devoted 
solely to the advancement of our political interests, not in any 
way a business government established for the purpose of making 
mone, but established for the purpose of protecting the political 
rights of the people, such as life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. |o take any other position means that we depend on our 
gover: ment to help us make a living. 

Sonmie may say that we do this when we ask for a tariff. But 
that is hardly fair, for tariffs are made for the country and not 
for individuals; for the development of industries that will add 
to our population by increasing the opportunities for work, stim- 
ulatine immigration, that our land may be tilled, our factories 
may resound with the busy hum of whirling wheels, our mines 
yield (heir wealth, and the white wings of our commerce dot every 
sea. 

It is argued, by some, that the Parcels Post is for the greatest 
good of the greatest number, that the consumer will receive the 
benefit, and, as they are the largest majority, therefore the en- 
larged Post Parcels will be a national benefit. 

In the development of this idea it is proposed that all the needs 
of the consumer shall be supplied by transportation facilities fur- 
nished by the government, and so there will be no need of express 
service or other private means of transportation, for the govern- 
ment will assume the transportation of all goods, and will take 
care of all of the commerce of the country. 

The new scheme suggested by the Postal Reformers is wwler 
the plea that it is a movement of the Manufacturers’ Association 
of New York. In the furtherance of this project there has been 
issued and sent broadcast over the country a little folder, some- 
times blue and sometimes green, purporting to come from the 
Manufacturers’ Association of New York; who these manufac 
turers are or who are the officers of the association is not stated, 
urging those who receive the folders to sign their names to a 
portion of the folder and send it to their Congressmen, and this 1s 
what they want sent: 

First: Letters and sealed packages at one cent per ounce or 
fraction. 

Second: All other mailable matter at a rate high enough to 
direct the large bulk of merchandise to natural channels of dis- 
tribution, but low enough to serve the useful purpose of a Par- 
cels Post. 

In 1904 a measure was introduced into Congress by the Postal 
Reformers, proposing to carry a pound for a nickel and eleven 
pounds for a quarter, and in favoring this law they argued as 
follows: “To the American to-day the most important department 
of public intelligence is the advertising department.” ‘The cent a 
pound publishers’ post makes this news available. Any attack on 
this service is an attack on every business advertiser in the pub- 
lishers’ columns. The Postmaster-General’s proposed increase 
from one to four cents per pound in the tax on the circulation of 
the magazine press would not only do a grievous wrong to the 
publishers and to the reading public; it would seriously damage 
the business interests of the country. This year in arguing for 
the two rates of postage, they say: “The products of industry 
and agriculture follow the natural channels of distribution via 
the transportation lines to the wholesaler and retailer. There is 
one exception. The publishers of second class matter have a 
special channel of distribution direct to consumer, provided by 
Congress, namely, the United States Mail. Their product is taken 
in bulk, without stamps, at one cent per pound, while the product 
of every other industry is compelled to pay 16 cents per pound 
and stamp each package. The result is that 67 per cent. of the 
total of matter carried is of the second class, which produces less 
than four per cent. of the total revenue. The subsidy to pub- 
lishers in second class mail rates precludes the press from print- 
ing these facts.” Last year it would be a grievous wrong to in- 
crease the tax to the publishers. This year they demand equit- 
able |aws that will do away with “the waste and abuse” that 
Prevaiis “under the laws now operative.” 

To class magazines and newspapers as mere merchandise is 
neither fair or true. The standing of our country among the 
nations of the world is largely due to the facilities we have en- 
Joyed to gain knowledge and information by the almost univer- 
sal d: tribution of the newspaper and magazine that comes daily, 
week]. and monthly to our homes. 


vhat line it may be, as to the question of Post Parcels. A’ 
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The disclosure of the gigantic municipal corruption that has 
disgraced our large cities, the story of the mighty frauds that 
have been perpetrated by great combinations and trusts, that 
have robbed the public and defied the laws; the history of the 
great financial transactions that when brought to light have been 
found to reek with bribery, to be stained with perjury, and rob- 
bery of the innocent, and the consequent awakening of the public 
to make an indignant demand for a cleaning out of the Aegean 
stables of municipal corruption, the regulation of the combinations 
and trusts, the complete investigation of financial transactions to 
the end that a thorough knowledge of these things would make 
it possible to apply remedies, so that the public might be more 
thoroughly protected and their interests better conserved. Shall 
the story of the great inventions that have made living more 
pleasant and homes more comfortable. the record of the great 
triumphs in science and literature and art be classed as merchan- 
dise to be shipped through the mails at the same rates as a spool 
of cotton or a bar of soap? 

The proposed plan is unreasonable, for with one cent postage 
on letters and only one other class of mail matter our mails 
would be burdened with such an amount at so unprofitable rates 
as to seriously cripple the entire system. Besides, there is no 
equity in sending merchandise a long and short distance at the 
same price. It costs more to send merchandise a thousand miles 
than it costs to send it one. Now, if that is true, then the act of 
the government carrying any merchandise in the mails is radi- 
cally wrong. It is not fair to charge no more for a long haul than 
a short one, for the long haul gets the transportation for less than 
it is worth. It is not just to the short haul to pay as much as for 
the long haul, for then the charge is excessive. It is not equity 
for an average to be struck between the cost of the long and 
short hauls, for then some are favored at the expense of the 
others. To carry out the proposed modification of the postal 
laws would result in throwing the large majority of retail trade to 
the large cities. “But,” says the advocate of the new ways, “see 
what low prices the consumer will get.” Is it always profitable 
for the consumer to get the lowest price? Does not the con- 
sumer pay too much, no matter what the price, when he destroys 
his home market? Does the consumer gain anything when he 
sends his money away from home; when he has no selection of 
the goods he buys; when he has to take what is sent. him, 
whether it pleases him or not; when he contributes to the 
wealth of great city stores, who never in any way help him to 
bear the burden of his taxes; who are interested in none of his 
home improvements; who add in no way to the tax duplicate of 
his community; who never buy any of his products, and so keep 
the money he has paid out in circulation in the community where 
he lives, but are ever a drag on his resources? Do you say that 
the low prices given the consumer compensate for all these draw- 
backs? Will the enlarged Post Parcels be a good thing for this 
country if the results follow as they have followed in other 
countries where it has been thoroughly tried in the concentration 
of business in the large cities? Is there any business sense in 
the government undertaking to carry merchandise at five cents 
per pound through the mails when it costs sixteen cents per 
pound for transportation and the other necessary expenses for 
handling? Can we endorse any line of action on the part of the 
government that looks to its entering into active competition with 
the citizens in business enterprises? 

Post Parcels is a delusion, the scheme of radical men who look 
to countries governed by monarchs and kings for their inspira- 
tion, and who are willing to have our government supply our 
wants and minister to our comfort. It is not favor that we want, 
but a fair chance to earn an honest living in competition with our 
fellows.

INSURANCE COMPANY. ADpDDRESS AT MICHIGAN CONVENTION. 

My purpose here is to urge the members of this association 
to carry policies in the National Hardware Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company, of Huntington, Pa. Michigan has an association mem- 
bership of 550. If every member had a policy in our company 
for the limit, namely, $3,000, we would have in force in Michigan 
alone $1,650,000. A showing of this kind would so exhilarate my 
nerve ganglia that I would feel like blowing myself for a trolley 
ride to Bay City. But what are the facts? Michigan, with 550 
members, has 30 policy holders in the National Insurance Com- 
pany, or about 6 per cent. of her membership. Michigan, with a 
possible total risk of $1,650,000 in the National Insurance Com- 
pany, has a total risk of $47,000, or about 3 per cent. of the 
amount they are entitled to carry. On this exhibit I am com- 
pelled to abandon that Bay City outing. What is a fair inference 
from this condition of affairs? There are two negative views. 
First, that Mutual Fire Insurance is of little value, or second, that 
94 per cent. of the Michigan membership are slow. I shall com- 
bat the first proposition and leave the second for the members 
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to combat. In presenting, therefore, the reasons which have been 
sufficient to warrant the organization of a National Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company, I shall ask a bit of forbearance. 

In the growth of all State associations it was found that met- 
bers demanded material evidence of the value of membership. 
It was pointed out that they were making common cause; that 
they were learning to know each other better, thus developing the 
fraternal spirit; that there was an exchange of valuable ideas, 
and the acquirement of money-making information; that manu- 
facturers and jobbers, by reason of magnificent displays and 
personal attendance, contributed greatly to the interest; that there 
was at every convention most attractive entertainments and out- 
ings. Any one of these, and certainly all of them, should be rea- 
son enough for every Hardware merchant in the State to apply 
tor membership and to attend the conventions. But there were 
many merchants who, when solicited for their application, said it 
cost $4 to join. It cost railroad fare. It cost hotel bills. They 
could see no advantage, and so declined. I feel sure, however, 
that this unworthy argument was never used freely in Michigan, 
but to that class who would not recognize the more “spirituelle” 
reasons for acquiring membership in their respective State associ- 
ations. The co-operative or Mutual Fire Insurance idea came 
with distinct force. Here was a tangible advantage in member- 
ship. Every merchant must have fire insurance and in the Mu- 
tual Company he could get $50 worth for, say, $30. The differ- 
ence, $20, being sufficient to pay not only his dues, but possibly 
railroad fare and hotel bills, with all “spirituelle’ advantages 
thrown in. Or if it were inconvenient or impossible to attend, he 
would positively make $16 on a $4 investment in one year. But 
the rule was inexorable that he must be a member of the Hard- 
ware Association to have the advantage of the insurance. It thus 
developed that Mutual Fire Insurance was a power, because those 
who were in could make a little money on their insurance prem- 
iums and those who were out were interested sufficiently to 
come in, that they, too, might participate. 

The first view, therefore, that Mutual Fire Insurance is of lit- 
tle value, is highly erroneous. The second postulate is safe in the 
hands of the membership. When the Michigan membership un- 
derstand all the facts, understand the underlying principles, have 
the fullest confidence in the management, comprehend the possi- 
bilities of the plan, and become men of action as it is in them to 
he, as their ancestors were, the results will be beyond criticism. ° 


The surging energies of Michigan must not slumber. There 
is a great Mutual Fire Insurance Company to be built. It was 


conceived in wisdom. Has grown in power and is extending a 
beneficent protection to twenty-five States of the Union. Shall 
Michigan forget the history she has made? Shall she forget the 
prestige she has won? Is there any one here who thinks Michi- 
gan has measured to her full height or has taken her rightful 
place among the builders of this National Company ? 

Pennsylvania, with a membership of 206 in the State Hardware 
Association, has 182 policy holders in the National Company, or 
about 90 per cent.

The following resolution was unanimously adopted at the Na- 
tional Convention in Indianapolis, March 22 to 24, 1904: 

“RESOLVED, That a vote of thanks is due and is hereby ten- 
dered to the officers and [executive Committee of the National 
Hardware Mutual Fire Insurance Company for their untiring 
and successful efforts in launching the National Insurance Com- 
pany, and we respectfully recommend this company to all associa- 
tion members as offering safe and reliable insurance at minimum 
cost.” 

It has been said that people who have done nothing themselves 
are most active in claiming relationship with persons of note. 
The National Insurance Company is proud of its parentage and 
appreciates fully the temper of the foregoing resolution, but the 
National Insurance Company solicits business on its merits. No 


policy holder who has suffered fire loss has any but sentiments of * 


the warmest approval for its methods of business. The manage- 
ment is able. (I refer, of course, to the president and secre- 
tary.) These officers are deeply interested in the company’s wel- 
fare. They are ambitious for the company’s future. They are 
keenly alive to every opportunity of development and they have 
succeeded wonderfully. The company was formally organized in 
August, 1903, just two years ago. The first policy was written 
in November, 1903. The business to date is about $1,000,000. 
There is absolutely no “graft” of any kind, large or small, and 
the salaries are petty. But the management is encouraged to 
believe that while some of the expected benefits from Hardware 
Association effort may fade, grow dim and pass away, Mutual 
Fire Insurance will loom larger and larger on the horizon of per- 
manent achievement. Why should there be any hesitation in buy- 
ing a policy in the National Company? Are you fearful of Mu- 
tual Insurance? The best flat insurance on earth to-day is that 
written on a class risk, with a limited policy, and Hardware 1s 
probably the best class risk. Are you fearful of the mutual lia- 
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bility? The extreme mutual liability of a policy holder 4 the 
National Company is an amount equal to the original de: sit 
premium. It would take a conflagration that would sw » the 
State to call for the limit of this mutual liability. Arey. fear- 
ful of the officers? They are under ample bond in the be cuar- 
anty companies.

Dear Sir: We, your committee to look into the subject of Mu 
tual Fire Insurance and report back to the association, submt 
the following: 

First. We believe that mutual fire insurance ts based on sound 
and correct principles, and eliminates a large part of the expenss 
necessary in old line companies and will furnish pure insurance 
at the lowest rates, and hence ts desirable on our part. 

Second. We do not think the limited business our member 
ship could give to a company, which could be written on a sound 
basis where the risks were limited to $5,000 each, would authorize 
us in organizing a company of our own; and for this reason we 
recommend those of our membership who have insurance to place 
at present to give it to some mutual company already organized 
which would be more economical than to have a small compaiy 
which would require all the premiums to maintain the office and 
other fixed and necessary charges.

li the case of Mills et al, vs. Brill, recently decided by the 
Appvllate Division of the New York Supreme Court for the First 
Department, suit was brought to recover the possession of mer- 
chandise sold by the plaintiffs and appellants to the defendant, 
Brill, in reliance upon statements made by him as to his financia} 
condition for the purpose of obtaining credit. The statements 1n 
question, which were subsequently shown to wave been false and 
fraudulent, were made by the defendant, Brill, to representatives 
of two commercial agencies, and were relied upon by the plain- 
tiffs, who, upon the strength of them, delivered to him a quantity 
of gloves. A few days afterwards the plaintiffs elected to rescind 
the sale and demanded the return of the gloves. Brill refused 
to return them, and they thereupon brought action. The de- 
fendant got a verdict in the trial court, but the Appellate Division 
reversed a judgment entered thereon. It was argued on behaif 
of the defendant, Brill, among other things, that the false rep- 
resentations were not made by him to the plaintiffs directly. 
This objection was summarily disposed of by the Appellate D1- 
vision, which said: “It is true the representations made by Brill 
were not made to the plaintiffs personally, but that is of no 1m- 
portance. They were made to the commercial agencies fur the 
purpose of obtaining through them a credit and were just as ef- 
fective for that purpose, and, if false, subjected Brill to the same 
liability as though made to the plaintiffs personally.” 

x . 

The case of Pratt et al. vs. Morris et al., recently decided by 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals, arose out of an action to recover 
for goods sold by sample and warranted to be the same in quali- 
ty, material and in all other respects as the sample. The pur- 
chaser agreed to examine and inspect them and each part thereof 
at once upon arrival, and if they failed to comply with the war- 
ranty, to give written notice in five days thereafter by registered 
letter to the owner, otherwise the warranty was to be waived. 
The purchaser pleaded that when the goods were shipped to him 
they were in such condition that the quality could not be tested 
within five days; that they were worthless and of no value, and 
that this was known to the plaintiff when the goods were shipped. 
The court held that it was error for the trial court to instruct the 
jury that if the goods were of no value for the purpose for 
which they were sold and purchased at the time they were de- 
livered to the plaintiff they should find for the defendant; that 
where the purchaser was an experienced druggist and knew 
whether the goods bought could be examined within five days, 
he could not be relieved of a contract deliberately made on the 
ground that it would be inconvenient for him to examine them 
within five days; that if the defects could not be determined in 
ive days he should not have made the contract, and that if the 
plaintiff, under cover of the contract, and knowing that the goods 
could not be tested in five days, knowingly sent inferior goods 
for the purpose of perpetrating a fraud on the defendant, they 
could not recover if the defendant within a reasonable time dis- 
covered the defect in the goods and offered to return them. The 
court further held that if the defendant, after discovering tne 
defects in the goods, continued to control and sell them before 
giving notice and offering to return them, then he was liable, but 
that if after the plaintiff refused to take them back the defendant 
inadvertently gold some of them, not with the intention on his 
Part t) treat the goods as his own, he would be lable only for 
the goods sold,

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ADVERTISING A SMALL STORE. 


What can advertising do for the small merchant? How can 
he, with his smaller resources, cope in an advertising way with 
the lavish appropriations that department stores can afford to 
spend on publicity? These are life and death questions at the 
present moment to tens of thousands of honest, hard-working 
merchants throughout this country. How shall they be answered ? 

For one thing, assuredly not by any set rule of advertising con- 
duct. General advice and general plans are very nearly useless 
in a case like this, writes L. G. Quackenbush in the Ad. World. 
The lines along which the smaller store can successfully fight the 
battle of trade against big and formidable rivals vary according 
to the field of conflict and the conditions under which the strife 
is waged, and even then, victory 1s not always to be won, how- 
ever worthy the store and however strong the plan of campaign. 
But it may perhaps be possible to point out here some of the 
weak spots in the big store’s armor in such a way as to suggest 
new lines of advertising endeavor to the discouraged small store 
keeper—new means of working out his own way. And it 1s 
with this thought in view—seriously, gravely in view—that I 
venture upon this discussion. 

Big stores live and have their being on a bargain-giving basis. 
The grist of bargains, real or apparent, never ceases. Each day 
brings it flood of attractions, counted on to draw people into th: 
store and lead them to other purchases in regular lines paying « 
greater per cent. of profit than the advertised specials. And it 
is manifestly impossible for the small store to meet them on 
this ground and wage a winning fight. They can afford the 
newspaper space for big display and bold price figures and cuts 
that eat up many inches of space at one swoop. They can make 
much of items intended to act as drawing cards; because they 
have the room to do it in. They can out-do you in bigness and 
splurge and it is futile to attempt to copy their tactics in smaller 
space. But they cannot out-do you (unless you let them—and } 
am talking to alert, up-to-date merchants) in excellence of mer- 
chandise, goodness of qualities and up-to-dateness of styles. 

THEIR ADVERTISING PREACHES PRICE 
solely and purely. They can only be checkmated by the use ot 
directly opposite tactics—by strong, ceaseless insistence on quality 
and merit; on the concentration of purpose you are able to bring 
to bear on your one line, and on your consequent supremacy in it 
over any house that divides its attention among a multiplicity 
of interests. 

The big store must divide its fire; must flit from one department 
to another, and from one line to another in the same space. Its 
space cannot all be focussed to the driving home of one great 
main argument—as the little man’s space can and should be. 
Eternal harping on the same string may not be as picturesque as 
dealing daily with the features of a dozen different departments ; 
but where it is done with skill and power (with repetition of 
subject but with continued variation of word and form) it can 
make an ineffaceable impression on the public mind. Your store 
has its strong features—its particular class or classes of goods 
in which it need take a back seat for no one. If not, it is a 
pretty tame and characterless store. Weave these features into 
the heart of your advertising story day by day—not in the 
apologetic, half-hearted way, but with the earnestness of purpose 
that makes advertising sink deep and carry conviction. There 
is too general a tendency on the part of small stores to ape the 
larger advertiser in the construction and character of their ad- 
vertising. They aim to duplicate his style, on a smaller scale. 
They crowd their ads. full to the uttermost with bargain prices 
in imitation of his, on their own corresponding class of goods. 
In many cases their anxiety for trade leads them to quote really 
better bargains than the big store is giving in the same line. But, 
even under these conditions such advertising is seldom effectual. 
The glamor and glitter of the big announcement overshadows its 
smaller brother, when both attempt to exploit the same things in 
the same way. I would not discourage the making of special 
bargain prices as bait for bargain hunters, in any store, however 
small. But I would make them subordinate in its advertising to 
other things, instead of the main, all-embracing feature. 

To turn to another phase of the subject, I believe that small 
store advertising should work 

THE PERSONAL, INDIVIDUAL NOTE 
for all it is worth. The big store is simply a machine. The per- 
sonality of both proprietor and salespeople is sunk in that ot the 
business. Its advertising is necessarily impersonal. The small 
store is not bound down by this necessity, and it can and shouid 
take advantage of that fact. The telk can be homelier and more 
direct. In place of high-flown metaphors and fancy frills of 
rhetoric which pervades big store advertising (and is perteetry 
appropriate to the end aimed at jn such advertising) the small 
store’s announcement should read as its proprietor talks, It 
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should be cast in the plain, confidential, familiar mold of e»»res- 
sion. Everything possible should be done to associate tl ad- 
vertising directly with the man or men who will meet th. cus- 


tomer at the door. In the case of a store conducted by a — nele 


owner, under his own name, the ads can advantageou be 
written in the first person. It is contrary to common cust: to 
do so, but I believe in its wisdom, nevertheless. “I” is stronger 
than “we” in almost all small store advertising. It has a ‘ace- 
to-face directness that the other lacks. People are mor. im- 
pressed by statements which a man is not afraid to boldi. en- 
dorse in his own person. Some of the most effective smal! tor 
advertising that is being done in this country to-day tak: the 
form of daily store talks, either directly signed by the prop. ‘ctor 
or else bearing his name at the head in such a way as to ate 
the impression that he (not his clerk or his ad-writer) the 


man who is talking. 


SUBSTITUTION. 


Briefly defined, “substitution” is selling an article of a ind 
different from that called for by the purchaser. 

There are two ways of effecting a substitution. 

First, by keeping the purchaser in ignorance of the fact isa 
he is not getting what he asked for; and second, by offering such 
argument as will induce him to accept another brand. 

The first method is dishonest, and, of course, highly reprehen- 


. 


sible. It is possible, however, only in cases where there are no 
trade-marks or other means of identification in evidence. 
The second method is the one most extensively practiced. It 


is based on the accepted principle that every man has a right to 
bring the merits of his goods to the attention of prospective pur- 
chasers, and as long as the arguments he presents are founded on 
fact,.it is a perfectly legitimate business proposition. Therefore, 
the substitution effected by this method is not necessarily “evil.” 


In fact, the one object of every advertiser is substitution—tv in- 
duce the public to buy his goods instead of those of other adver- 
tisers—and he cannot reasonably blame the dealer for acting on 





the same principle. 
The cry of the advertiser is that the dealer tries to substitute 
an unadvertised article for one that is advertised. This is very 


frequently the case. It is also frequently the case that the dealer 
tries to substitute one advertised article for another advertised 
article; and it is also frequently the case that the dealer trices t’ 


substitute an advertised article for one that is not advertrsed 


The writer has had experiences along all these lines. But in 


either case, the dealer is acting well within his rights. If he 1s 


handling a brand different from the one called for, no ote can 


justly deny the integrity of his efforts to sell his brand by honest 
argument. 

Another cry of the advertiser is that the article substituted 
for his is “of inferior quality.” This may be true in some in- 
stances. Still, it must be remembered that every advertiser al- 
ways claims that his own brand is superior to any other, so that 
the cry does not carry much weight in so far as it applies to the 
legitimacy of substitution by the second method. 

These considerations, says Profitable Advertising, then, show 
conclusively that substitution, unless it be effected by the first 
method, is not in itself “evil.” 

It is, however, an obstacle to the greatest success in adver 
tising. Moreover, it is an obstacle which cannot be entirely 
overcome. No matter how great a demand may be created for 
a certain brand, there will always be dealers selling other brands. 
Advertisers ask for too much when they ask for the elimination 
of substitution. They might as well ask for the elimination of 
competition. Such a condition might be ideal, but it isn’t likely 
to be realized.

THE PACIFIC COAST BOOMING. 


Effect of Chinese Boycott so far not Extensive. 


Conditions on this coast continue bright. The crops while not 
large as expected several months ago, are still sufficient for our 
own use, with more or less of a balance for export, and the loss 
in quantity is more than counterbalanced by the increase in prices. 
The markets for fresh and dried fruits have thus far been ex- 
ceptionally good, the 1905 pack of canned fruit has already been 
largely sold, the wool clip 1s meeting with an urgent demand 
which has kept the market bare for months, and hops while lately 
suffering a steady decline, are still almost 100 per cent. over the 
cost of production. The farmer, whether a grain or fruit raiser, 
is thus doing unusually well, and as long as he continues to reap 
fine returns from his land prosperity will abide with the coast. 
The dairymen, too, have been making money beyond their. most 
sanguine expectations of a few years ago. 

These bright rural conditions are being reflected in pronounced 
trade activity in the different cities and towns. Wholesale and 
retail business are both lively, building operations are remark- 
ably active, real estate is being sold and resold at advanced 
prices, and the colonist rates offered by the railroads are rapidly 
increasing the population. The three coast States, California es- 
pecially, are full of strangers from East of the Rockies looking 
for homes, for most of the new comers come to stay. If the 
present rate of increase from this source be kept up the census of 
igot will contain some surprises. All of these new comers add 
something to the money and trade activity of the coast and their 
importance as a factor in the prevailing prosperity can hardly be 
overestimated. Hardware merchants of this metropolis city of 
the Pacific Coast have no cause to complain of the year 1905 thus 
far, and think it will probably prove a record breaker as far as 
trade is concerned. 

Last evening when the writer called at headquarters of the 
California State Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association for news 
relating specifically to the trade throughout the State, the secre- 
tary, Henry Gracey, was found too much pre-occupied—inciden- 
tally to a fire of the previous day that threatened destructions of 
his stock and building. As it was about $4,000 worth of his goods 
were more or less damaged by the downpour of water from the 
scene of the fire, the apartment house of several floors over the 
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store. Mr. Gracey was busy superintending the preparing for the 
fire adjusters a schedule of his damaged stock, and for the trade 
news solicitor snatched only sufficient time to say: “My loss in- 
cidental to the fire is covered by insurance; the State Hardware 
Association is in fine condition, enjoying splendid growth, the 
arbitration committee being without work to do. Within the 
coming week a new and complete Hardware store will be open 
at 235 Powell Street, by O. Lord, a thoroughly efficient Hard- 
wareman. 

On this passing final day of July there is quite a flurry in ex- 
port trade circles, started on the street a day or two ago by the 
report that the much-touted Chinese boycott against American 
goods has gone into effect and that all the large milling and flour 
companies and wholesale houses in the export trade had received 
stop orders from their agents in China and all the existing con- 
tracts had been canceled. Simmering down this talk the finding 
is that the big local Chinese exporting house of the Hue Kat 
Company is refusing to buy usual amounts for shipment and 
this gave rise to the rumor that the boycott was effective and was 
so believed by some of the merchants. When asked the reason 
for this stop order a member of the Hue Kai Company said: 

“We have received cable orders from China. We buy 
for export, and, having been informed that our export market 1s 
closed, it would not be good business policy for us to buy on a 
chance. The boycott may continue in force for six months, and 
maybe longer; we are informed that it will be maintained until 
the United States accords Chinese merchants, students and trav- 
elers coming to this country proper treatment.” 

And the outside manager of the Russo-Chinese 
an educated Chinese, said: 

“We are informed by our correspondents in China that about 
10,000 of the principal merchants have signed the boycott resolu- 
tions, which carry a penalty of about $4,000 for their violation. 
We are further informed that Chinese newspapers are now re- 
fusing advertisements of American firms and have cancelled the 
existing contracts.” 

An authority representative of a prominent local flour export- 
ing house said: “We have sold no flour for export to China for 
the past six weeks; formerly we had quite a trade in our brand, 
but of late orders have stopped suddenly.” 

Another local house in this line of similar expression reports 
receipt of information from its correspondent in China that he 
had met the agent of the Pacific Hardware & Steel Company 
(Miller, Sloss & Scott), and had been informed by him that he 
found it very difficult to sell goods on account of the boycott. 
When asked with reference to this, George W. Crum of the ex- 
port department of said Hardware and Steel Company said: 

“We do very little directly with the Chinese. We sell almost 
entirely to American and European firms having established 
houses in China. We have received no complaint from them 
and no stop orders.”

the Chinese exclusion question. 

According to the 1904 report of San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce the value in round numbers of Uina’s purcnases from 
this city’s merchandise exporters was $9,000,000, a nine-twentieth 
portion of China’s purchases for the year in the United States. 


Of foreign goods altogether China buys annually about $200- 
000,000 worth. Of the merchandise San Francisco shipped to 
China last year nearly one-third was flour, about one-half million

HOW MIRRORS ARE MADE. 

The making of modern mirrors consists first in ridding the 
glass to be used of all defects and then silvering. If the mir- 
ror is to be beveled, additional operations of beveling ana pre- 
paring the glass precede the silvering. Nowadays silver has, 
to quite an extent, taken the place of mercury in this industry. 

In selecting glass suitable for mirrors, the experienced work- 
man, by placing a piece of black cloth behind the glass, and look- 
ing through at an angle, quickly discovers all defects. Even 
the scratches and stains must be removed in the making of a

Next the 
glass is removed to a perfectly smooth table which is heated by 
im. As the silver solution is poured upon this table a goodly 
per cent. of it at once begins to adhere, the remainder later being 
drained off. Over the back, shellac is then applied to keep out

_in the earlier days of mirror-making, sheets of tin foil were 
first placed upon the surface of the glass and pressed closely to 


it, after which it was covered with quicksilver, the quicksilver 
at once forming an amalgam with the tin. Various methods are 
employed in making mirrors where quicksilver is used.

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“REASON WHY” ADVERTISING. 

The success of catalogue houses in getting business by advertis- 
ing is explained in an interview with the advertising manager 
of one of the largest houses of this kind, that recently appeared 
in Judicious Advertising. The Ad. Man said: 

“We thoroughly believe in Reason Why advertising,” he said. 
“Development of the best ways of presenting Reasons Why, 
though, has naturally been a slow growth. Here is a catalogue 
of vehicles and harness, which we sent out in 1896. It contains 
a dictionary of trade terms and phrases that not only explains 
technicalities in the catalogue itself, but offers a means of know- 
ing quality in any vehicle. Perhaps it was the desire to make 
all necessary trade terms clear that led the compiler of this cata- 
logue to include the dictionary. It is one of the earliest examples 
of a method that has since become general in our price lists, 
catalogues and printed matter. 

“Succinctly, this method aims to teach people who read our 
catalogues and literature to examine all advertising matter, ours 
first of all, with the same cold, critical judgment they would 
bring to bear on an article they were actually about to buy. We 
show them how to go further and examine the standing of the 
firm that offers a certain article, and to tell the difference between 
a selling offer that is honest on its face, and one that is certainly 
dishonest when examined logically. Hardly a piece of printed mat- 
ter goes out of here without a diagram or technical talk of some 
sort illustrating various kinds of the same article and showing 
just where worth ends and worthlessness begins. This Reason 
Why policy has really been forced upon our house by the hun- 
dreds of irresponsible firms that do business in the mail order 
held upon advertising statements rather than satisfactory mer- 
chandise. Our printed salesmanship arguments teach our cus- 
tomers that nothing is free in this world, and show them the 
tricks in other trades. 

“Cheap bicycles have tires without a maker's name, rough un- 
finished frames, bearings like those on a sulky plow, and were 
painted by the dipping process. Cheap roofing paper is loaded 
with tar that soon dries and evaporates, or cracks, instead of the 
asphaltum necessary to good roofing paper. Cheap stoves are 
made of low grade iron, the pieces being bolted together instead 
of accurately ground, fitted and sealed. Some of the cheap shot 
giins on the market are as likely to shoot out of one end as an- 
other. Cheap telephones are sold by the hundred to unthinking 
people and eat up in the first year more than the original saving 
in repairs, if they work at all. Steel bath tubs made of 26 gauge 
steel are regularly sold, the advertisers keeping quiet about thick- 
ness. as only a 20 or 22 gauge steel is durable. ihese are but 
a few of the conditions that prevail in our business. Every

“The Reason Why policy is just as proper fer. the retail mer- 
chant as for his mail order competitor. It takes a little brain 
work on the part of the dealer to work out this class of adver- 
tising matter, but it is not an extremely difficult matter if he 
will only forget for the moment that he 1s writing, and talk with 
his pencil just as he would talk over the counter to his cus- 
tomer. Then a careful going over, a little boiling down and the 
result is, eight times out of ten, a trade pulling ad.
